Joseph L. Whiton, president of the 
relative to the Mayoralty nomination, 
in the following open letter.

Editor Quincy Patriot: 

Since reading in certain papers in 
regard to my candidacy for the of- 
fice of Mayor, I feel that it would be 
well for me to state my position. 

Let me say, first, Mr. Editor, that 
the article printed in the Quincy Tele- 
gram of Sept. 16, at least that part 
that referred to me, is absolutely un- 
true.

Sets These are the Quincy figures in the 
10: |State election, a plurality of 38 for 
2 Bird, the Progressive. Walsh, the 
408 Democrat who was successful in the 
512 |State, led Gardner the Republican by 
Bex 583 votes. Foss, the Independent was 


a poor fourth. Other candidates di- 
vided 125 votes, and 67 were defective 
or blank. 

Quincy went Democratic for lieu- 
tenant governor by 32, and for secre- 
tary of state by 35; Republican for 
state treasurer by 227 for state auditor 
by 272 and attorney general by 314. 

For Governor, Bird captured four of 
the six wards—Ward One, Ward Three 
Ward Five, and Ward Six,—leaving 
Ward Two and Ward Four for Walsh. 
Gardner did not win a single ward or 
precinct. 

For councillor in the second district 
Charles W. Guy of Quincy, the Demo- 
crat led Guy Ham, the Republican, by 
56 votes. At the same time a very 
complimentary vote was given F. H. 
Bishop of Quincy, the Progresisve, a 
total of 1467. 

It was a handsome vote that Quincy 
gave to its townsman Louis F. R. 
Langelier for Senator, a total of nearly 
2500 and plurality of nearly 900, 
which gave him his election. 

The Representative districts remain 
as last year—one Democratic and one 
Republican. Both were close. M. T. 
Sullivan was re-elected in the Fifth, 
and ex-Representative Sandberg won 
in the Sixth. 

For county commissioner the Re- 
publican led by over 200. 

Although Leo P. Noonan had the 
Republican and Democratic nomina- 
tions for associate commissioner, he 
had only a small lead. Over 4600 
blanks were cast. 

For district attorney, Barker the 
Republican went out of Quincy with a 
lead of over 500. 

The city showed its independence in 
the vote for register of probate, when 
McCoole went out of the city with 
nearly 800 plurality. 

Quincy voted “No” on _ the first 
amendment relative to notaries; and

Here and there throughout the city 
the Quincy Patriot has selected house 
lots of the same area for comparison. 
First those of exactly 4000 square feet, 
then those of 5000 square, and thirdly 
those of 6000 square feet. 

All these lots, with possibly a few 
exceptions, are built upon; not vacant 
land. 

In 1912 the Assessors valued some of 
the lots of 4000 feet as low as $150 and 
others as high as $500. 

Some of the lots of 5000 feet were 
valued as low as $50 and some as high 
as $900. 

Some of the lots of 6000 feet were 
valued as low as $300 and some 
high as $1,200. 

Probably the extremes were even 
greater than reported above, and con- 
ditions may have warranted the valua- 
tions assessed.

QUINCY SCHOOL HALL, 


The first meeting of the Parents and 
Teachers Association in the new hall 
of the Quincy grammar school, At- 
lantic, was called to order at five min- 
utes past eight Wednesday evening. 
W. F. Cummings, the president, in 
opening the meeting said he had been 
waiting for the arrival of Mayor Stone 
and hoped he would come later. 

Mr. Cummings gave a brief history 
of the association, stating that a year 
and a half ago they met in the school 
corridor and began agitating the need 
of finishing the hall. That they had 
hoped to have it last December; then 
they looked for it in March; but that 
the hall was first used for the gradu- 
ation exercises last May. Now the 
hall is entirely complete and it is the 
work of the Parents and Teachers As- 
sociation to see how it may best serve 
the community and school children. 

He advised the association to deco- 
rate the grounds of the school by 
shrubs and flower beds in spring and 
to see that good educational and ele- 
vating pictures were put in the hall to 
beautify it, and also instruct the 
young. The hall should be used for 
general social work for the inhabitants 
of that section of the city for helpful 
lectures on social and educational 
work, etc. Mr. Cummings urged co- 
operation and earnest interest to make 
the school building fulfill its social 
possibilities as well as its eduvational 
uses,

He said there were 800,000 farms, 
chiefly in the great west, growing 
sheep for wool. It was diminishing in 
New England because of dogs who 
made it unprofitable. There were 38,- 
009, 000 sheep in the United States, 
producing 300,000,000 pounds of wool 
annually. The weight of a fleece was 
from six to seven pounds. 

Boston was the largest manufactur- 
ing centre, but New York was the 
largest selling market. Mr. Studley 
told how it was necessary to antici- 
pate the market for several months; 
how styles of women affected it. The 
grade of wool depended on the kind of 
winter and nature of the soil. He told 
how it was bought, and the uses of 
different grades. 

He illustrated Australian wool, 
pulled wool and mohair from goats. 
He told the difference between carded 
and worsted, also piece goods and 
fancy goods. The uses of waste mater- 
ials, and old rags; the effect of the 
tariff: the cost of raising, manufactur- 
ing and retailing, etc.

THE MAYORALTY. 


The present political situation in 
Quincy as far as the Mayoralty is 
concerned has the politicians guess-} 
ing as to the resclt. With but two 
candidates in the field, politicians: 
were able to figure out with some de- | 
gree of certainty the result. But with 
four candidates, as this year, the sit- 
uation is complicated one. 

About all of the local politicians: 
agree that the Wollaston vote will! 
settle the Mayoralty this year. Quincy 
is nominally Republican, and with but 
two candidates in the contest a Re-| 
publican is almost sure of winning. 
This year however things are com- 
plicated. The questions that politi- 
cians are asking is, will Dr. Ash re- 
ceive the full Democratic support? 
Will the combined vote of Messers. 
Miller and Shaw be larger than the 
vote of Mr. Miller last year? Upon 
these two questions the whole situa- 
tion hangs. 

The Mayoralty vote last year was:

If Mr. Johnson receives the Repub- 
lican strength of 1912, and the com- 
bined vote of Messers. Miller and 
Shaw is not greater than the vote of 
Mr. Miller last year, it is evident that 
Mr. Johnson will be a winner. Poli- 
ticians as a rule are placing the con-' 
test between Mr. Johnson and Dr. Ash. 

It is a well recognized fact that the 
vote of Messers, Miller and Shaw will 
be largely Republicans who have for- 
saken the party. While Mr. Miller 
received a very large vote in Wollas- 
ton last year, it is generally admitted 
that his vote in this ward will be con- 
siderable smaller than last year and 
that Mr. Shaw will receive nearly as 
large a vote as that of Mr. Miller a 
year ago.

She moved that the federation 
go on record as _ opposing the 
granting of privilege to people of San 
Francisco to use the Hetch-Hetchy 
valley as a source of water supply, 
The motion was carried. 

Mrs. Tucker emphasized the vital 
need of defeating this attempt, as it 
might otherwise serve as a precedent 


to justify the taking away of other 
national parks or reservations, of 
which, she said, we already have too 


few. 

The address of the afternoon was 
by Prof. Scott Nearing of Swarthmore 
college, Pennsylvania on “Financing 
the Family.” He said, “There is a 
minumum amount of food, clothing 
and shelter—of the necessaries of 
life—below which a family cannot 
maintain efficiency, or even health. A 
number of studies have been conduct- 
ed by both public and private agen- 
cies, which have had as their goal the 
determination of such an amount.” 

In order to make his statements 
convincing, Professor Nearing cited 
facts regarding one family of five in 
Fall River whose expenses were $750 
year. The working population 
frequently charged with inefficiency, 
inebriety, shiftlessness and indiffer- 
ence. Even so, do the industries from 
which and I get our food and 
clothing pay living wages?” 

Professor Nearing’s conclusion 
drawn between the cost of decent liv- 
ing and wages is that in nine-tenths of 
the cases the wages of the men in the 
Fall River and other city cotton mills 
will not permit them to provide a de- 
cent living for a wife and three small 
children.

TO HAVE CLUBHOUSE, 

After many months work cn the 
part of its well wishers a cluthouse 
for the new Sachem club is -an as- 
sured fact. With $6,000 subscribed, 
certain well known men of Wollas- 
ton have come forward and agreed to 
back up the club for the remainder. 
Work on the building will be started 
in a very few months. 

With no wide publicity attending 
them the directors of the club have 
been quietly at work “sawing wood” 
and have met every Monday evening 
at the club’s permanent business 
headquarters at 325 Newport asen.e 
to discuss Ways and means and con- 
sider any new phases of the problem 
that may have come up. 

It is understood that the Wollaston 
Woman's club will be formally ap- 
proached in the very near future and 
its co-operation asked although no 
financial underwriting will be ex- 
pected from that organization. 

Just what action me Woman's 
club will take is not certain as opin- 
ion seems to be divided between build- 
ing a clubhouse of their own and ar- 
ranging for quarters in the Sachem 
clubhouse should the opportunity af- 
ford. 

Tentative plans have been drawn 
and are now being considered by the 
Sachem club directors with view to 
minor changes should the Woman's 
club decide to co-operate. 

A committee of the Sachem club 
has made a tour of a large number of 
clubs within a reasonable distance of 
Boston noting a gocd point here, an- 
other there and discussing the situa- 
tion with scores of club officials. 

This canvas has resulted in a set of 
plans that seem to embody the very 
acme of desirability and comfort for 
such an organization as is proposed. 

Plans call for a large hall with ad- 
joining ante rooms, bowling alleys, 
billiard, card and committee rooms. 
In fact every facility that would be of 
permanent advantage. 

The arrangement, as proposed, is 
such that different parts of the club- 
house may be shut off so as to accom- 
modate two or three simultaneous 
gatherings without inconvenience.

decided but from the proposed plans

Editor Patriot: 

Now that the road over Presidents 
hill has been divorced from William 
Goffe, whose name it has borne for 
fifty years, and taken to itself another 
that some one has evolved from their 
inner consciousness perhaps an 
sider may offer a few remarks with- 
out being told that he is butting in 
to what is no concern of his. 

I was born and lived on Presidents 
hill for forty-seven years and I never 
heard of Presidents lane, before the 
petition to change the name of the 
Street came up; my earliest recollec- 
tion is of a cart track known to the 
elder people as “Johnny Bass’s Lane,” 
which was laid out many years before 
by some member of the Bass 
from Granite street up to their 
ture on the top of the hill. 

Previous to 1835 when Mr. 
built the house lately occupied by Mr. 
Angier, there was a driveway from 
Adams street which turning to the 
right half way up the hill ended at the 
pasture bars. This way was bounded 
by stone walls on either side, beyond 
the bars a cart way followed the edge 
of the western side of the hill and 
entering a walled lane ended at Gran-

John Bass, on the rising ground, once 
stood the dwelling of Thomas Revel, 
one of the Regicides in the reign of 
Charles I. He was obliged to leave 
his country to save his life. He came 
here and lived in great obscurity, 
having built himself a mere shed as a 
covering from the storms and cold on 
the above mentioned spot. 

“After some time the owners of the 
land claimed it and he was obliged to 
He retired into the stone 
commons where he built a log hut 
barely sufficient to cover himself and 


remove. 


his hog who occupied one end of his 
miserable abode. 
“All that could be learned of him 


while living was, that his name was 
Tom Revel. But when he died the 
Governor of the Province and other 
distinguished men came out from Bos- 
ton and were his pallbearers. From 
which circumstance his true charac- 
ter was brought to light. He was of 
noble birth, and a distinguished man 
in the land of his fathers.” 

The town accepted Goffe street to be 
two rods wide and then forgot it. For 
years it remained without so much as 
being scratched by a hoe. There 
were no sidewalks. Grass grew be- 
tween the wheel ruts and great rocks 
stuck out at frequent intervals. There 
was but little passing, the milk man 
came every other day. Tommy Night- 
ingale’s butcher cart came when you 
did not want him and Dr. Woodward's 
sulky when you did. 

in 1860 there were six houses on the 
street owned and occupied by Joshua 


Jones, Stephen Morse, Thomas G. 
Fenno, the heirs of William P. Lunt 


Jeffery R. Brackett and Mr. Frothing- 
ham who lived in the Adams house. 
In 1872 there was an article in the 
warrant for the town meeting to see 
if the town would change the name of 


the street from Goffe to Bass street. 
At that time I spoke to C. F. Adams, 
Tr.. about it and he said the name 


should not have been given in the first 


place, but it was a poor plan to 
change an established name without 
good reason for so doing, and to 


change from one name to another as 


proposed was no reason at all. On 
these grounds he spoke against the 
change in town meeting and the pro- 


posal was defeated. If that argument 
was good ten years after the street 


was accepted it is good after fifty 
rears. 
It is well that the city of Quincy

With the present ample room which 
the old Adams building affords, there 
will be opportunity for expansion in 
the school as well as an_ excellent 
quality of work. 

Mr. Barbour has just made returns 
to the state for the costs of conduct- 
ing the school for the year ending: 
Dec. 1, 1913. The total expenditures 
for the year were $3233.67. Deducting 
the tuition receipts and the rebate for 
one half the balance which the state 
allows the net cost to the city for the 
year’s work was only $1200.58. This! 
makes the per capita cost very much! 
less than that of the high school per 
capita cost.

CITY COUNCIL OF 1913. 


The City Council of 1913 which 
wound up its business Monday even- 
ing has been the busiest Council since 


Quincy became a city. During the 
year 34 meetings have been held, 
making nearly three a month for 
every month in the year. 

During this time they have re- 
ceived 150 communications and 104 
petitions. The number of orders 
acted upon totals 810. In regard to 
these orders it might be added that 
nearly 400 were separate orders 


granting minor licenses, for the most 
of which the city, received a fee of $5. 

Other interesting facts about the 
Council of 1913 may be introduced. 
It is the only Council that ever had 
two presidents. During the year two 
vacancies have been created, one by 
Councilman Cunningham 
having removed from the city and the 
other by the death of Councilman Wil-

HON, WILLIAM T. SHEA. 


Hon. William T. Shea, the only Ma- 
yor of Quincy ever elected four con- 
secutive terms, was tenderly honored 
in death Wednesday by her citizens. 
All denominations and creeds were at 
his funeral which was held from his 
home at 279 Common street. An es 
cort of nearly 300 preceded the hearse 
and over 500 were in the procession. 
St. Mary’s church, where a solemn 
high requiem mass was celebrated, 
was completely filled and among those 
present were many out of town 
friends as well as Quincy people. 

As the funeral left the home, the 
age of the honored gentleman was 
tolled on the fire alarm signals ana 
City Hall, o'er which a flag hung at 
half mast was closed also other places 
of business. Headed by a platoon of 
police under Chief Frank E. Burrell 
and Captain Daniel R. McKay, the 
long line travelled over Common 
street to Copeland to Crescent to the 
church entrance. There the escort 
divided and the casket and its re- 
mains were carried between the lines. 

Rev. Fr. Thomas R. McCoy, pastor 
of St. Mary’s church, was celebrant 
of the Rev. Fr. Henry 1.

An air of sadness pervaded the home

MORE POLICEMEN. 


It is probable that Mayor Stone will 
make the promotions in the police de- 
partment authorized by the order 
passed at the last meeting of the City 
Council increasing the number of 
permanent men by three. The order 
called for the increase to take effect 
on Jan. 1. Under the civil service 
rules the promotion to the permanent 
force will be made from the reserve 
list, while the vacancies in the reserve 
force will be made from the civil ser- 
vice list. Increasing the force by two 
men means that under the civil ser- 
vice rules the department is entitled to 


an additional man on the reserve 
force. This increase will give the 
department outside of the chief, a 


captain, inspector, two sergeants and 
27 patrolmen and a reserve force of 
10 men.

PUBLIC DOCK REPORT. 

A lengthy report was received from 

the special committee on Public Dock

“Gentlemen:—Your committee act- 
ing under appointment by the Mayor 
and City Council to consider the mat- 
ter of Public Dock are unable at this 
time to give any estimate on the cost 
of the construction of a municipal 
dock as we have no appropriation for 
making plans or borings. 

“Your committee have held many 
meetings fully attended and they have 
viewed all the sites on Quincy Town 
River from the confluence of Town 
River with the Weymouth Fore River 
to the City Farm. The sites finally 
considered were the Whiton and 
Thomas Lands, the City Park and 
Playground land north of the Baker 
Yacht Basin, the Faxon 
the foot of River street, and the Broad 
Meadows location near City Farm. 
These locations were all carefully ex- 
amined by the committee and all 
were submitted to the Directors of the 
Port of Boston for their approval, to- 
gether with suitable plans made for 
the committee by the City Engineer. 

“Several appearances were made by 
the committee before the Directors. 
These locations were all deemed suit- 
able by the Port Directors provided 
they can be assured that the City will 
provide proper railroad facilities. 

“A sub-committee*was appointed to 
wait on the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad and the Bay State 
Street Railroad to see if these rail- 
roads would co-operate with the City 
of Quincy in the establishing of rail- 
road connections with the municipal 
dock and the committee were assured 
by the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad that it would welcome 
the additional business which might 
accrue to the road, and also the carry- 
ing of freight by the Bay State Street 
Railroad from the Municipal Dock to 
the sidings of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Road and the rail- 
road committee that its 
officers would meet the committee at 
any time and select suitable locations 
for sidings. The Bay State Street 
Road assured the committee of their 
hearty co-operation in the matter of 
handling the freight from the docks to 
the railroad the granite yards or 
business houses. 

“The committee by a 
vote recommended the purchase of at 
least from 18 to 20 acres adjoining 
the City Farm land and running to a 
point opposite Edison Park, as per 
plan made by the City Engineer and 
submitted herewith, provided however 
that the borings and plans show that 
the site is feasible. 

“Your committee recommend an ap- 

ropriation for borings and also for

WHO GAVE THE ALARM. 

Arriving at the box no fire was 
found and they were about to start 
for home when word came that there 
Was a fire at the other end of the 
boulevard. While at the box it was 
learned that a young lad had pulled 
in the alarm but he was nowhere to 
be seen. Taking the warning that 
there was a house on fire at the other 
end of the beach the apparatus sped 
along the boulevard toward Squantum 
Street and were not long in locating 
the fire. 

This fire like those of the past few 
days had been started beneath a 
stairway and was burning rapidly. 
The firemen quickly got to work and 
while busy at the fire someone rang 
in an alarm from Box 67 for the same 
fire. At that time the fire was prac- 
tically under control, and one of the 
fremen rushing into the house — in- 
Chief Litchfield that Box 75 
had just sounded, the fireman having 
miscounted the box. 

MIXUP ON BOX 67 

Leaving the Atlantic and Wollaston 
apparatus in charge of this fire the 
Chief with the Central station auto 
chemical started for Box 75. On ar- 
riving there, no fire was found and 
they then went to Box 175 with the 
same result. On returning back to 
the Central station, the men there in- 
formed the Chief that it was Box 67 
that had been pulled. The Chief then 
hastened back to the first fire. 

Among those watching the fire was 
George W. Baker, a former member

He implicated a young 
man from Neponset as having started 
that fire, and armed with the informa- 
tion furnished the Boston police were 
communicated with, and it was ex- 
pected that the second party in the 


matter would be under arrest before 
morning. 
WHITTAKER'’S RECORD. 
Upon looking up the record of 


Whittaker the police found that he 
Was originally a state ward and that 
he had been adopted by Mr. and Mrs.

The fire was discovered shortly af- 
ter 5.15 A.M. and an alarm was 
sounded from Box 52 at 5.27. 

A man named Murphy was passing 
the house about that time and saw 
smoke and heard the fire crackling. 
Rushing to the front door he kicked 
it in, and as it opened Mrs. Couchier 
was found standing in a dazed con- 
dition just inside the door. She 
taken across the street to the house 
of F. H. Spinney and made comfortable 
/An attempt was then made to get up 
stairs to the room occupied by Mr. 
Torrey, but the fire had gained such 
headway that this was found impos- 
sible. 

In the meantime an alarm had been 
sounded from Box 52, which brought 
{the Wollaston apparatus which is lo- 
cated but a short distance away, as 
well as the Atlantic and Central sta- 
tion auto combinations. When he 
firemen arrived, however, the interior 
of the upper floor was a_ roaring 
mass of flames and it was some min- 
utes before the streams of water had 
quenched the flames enough to enable 
the firemen to get in and try to res- 
cue the unfortunate man. It was too 
late, however, for he was dead. 

Mr. Torrey was found on the floor 
jnear the front of the stove. One foot 
was down the hole that had been 
burnt in the floor and the body lay 
over against the floor. It would ap- 
pear from the position of the body 
that he had been aroused by the fire 
and had attempted to get out of the 
room. That, being somewhat over- 
come by smoke he had stepped into the 
hole that had been burnt through the 
floor in front of the stove and being 
unable to help himself had fallen over 
and was suffocated. His body was al- 
so burned somewhat. 

Medical Examiner Dr. F. E. 
was summoned and the body given in 
charge of an undertaker. 

Investigation after the fire had been 
extinguished showed that there was a 
large hole directly in front of the 
stove in Mr. Torrey’s room and it was 
evident that the fire had been caused 
by hot coals from the stove falling 
upon the floor. 

Such a headway had the fire made 
before the alarm that the building 
was badly gutted and was damaged to 
the extent of $1,500 to $2,000. 

The rooms were piled full of a mis- 
cellaneous assortment of goods which 
furnished inflammable material for the 
fire which was the cause of its spread- 
ing so rapidly. 

Willard Quincy Torrey, the victim 
was born in Quincy about 80 years 
ago. He was a son of Josiah Torrey 
who in 1824 conceived the idea of 
building a canal from Town river to 
near what is now Woodward avenue, 
to facilitate the shipping of granite. 
Josiah Torrey commenced to dig the 
canal, starting at a point in Town 
river in the rear of what is now the 
Quincy Home. He dug quite a ditch, 
which remains to this day, but lacked 
funds to carry out the project and it 
fell through the following year when 
a corporation was formed and_ the 
present canal near Washington street 
was dug. The idea of Mr. Torrey 
would have brought the tide water 
nearer City Square than the present 
canal, which has not been used 
many years. 

Willard Quincy Torrey obtained his 
education in the public schools, and 
in common with boys of that time en- 
tered the stone business, working in 
the quarries. In 1849 he was one of 
the original party of “Forty-niners” 
who went to California to mine for 
gold. He however, did not accumu- 
late much gold and returned to Quincy 
He made a second trip to California 
later. Returning he again entered the 
stone business and was employed for 
some years cutting paving blocks. 

During his active life he 
member of thé fire department, being 
attached to the old Niagara hand en- 
gine, which was later burned. He was 
a member of the Washington M. 
French Hose Association and was a 
regular attendant at their outings. 

Previous to moving to Wollaston 
some years ago, the Torrey family 
lived on Washington street, in the 
small house adjoining the Hancock 
chambers. 

Catherine Couchier who was res- 
cued from the burning building was a 
former teacher in the public schools 
of Quincy. She was an assistant at 
the Adams school at the time of the 
late Seth Dewing was the principal. 
She also taught at the Coddington and
